Mr. WILLIAM J. D*URSO, Assistant Security Officer, 
American Embassy, Paris, on February 6, 1966, advised that 
the Embassy had received an anonymous telephone call to the 
effect that the subject, who was staying at the Crillon 
Hotel, Paris, had a million dollars in a satchel which he 
intended to take to Switzerland "for the Mafia." 

Mr. JACQUES L^ CHANGBUX, United States Customs, 
American Embassy, Paris, advised on February 7, 1966, that 
his office had likewise been alerted by an anonsrmous caller 
who advised that the subject had a million dollars in a 
satchel which had come from "Mafia gambling casinos" in the 
United States and vhioh the subject was taking to a Swiss 
bank. 

Mr. WILLIAM G. BBINERT, United States Internal 
Revenue Service, American Embassy, Paris, was alerted. The 
French Police were also alerted as to the information received. 
Mr. CHANGBUX alerted the French Customs Service and it was 
agreed that the French Customs would handle the investigation 
in an effort to determine if the subject actually had the 
alleged cash in his possession and the nature of his activities.
